He has been superintend­ 
ent of the Sunday school, a director 
in the Young Men's Christian Asso­ 
ciation and interested in other activ­ 
ities.

‘‘Never in all my life have l ever 
heard D. B, Overton utter an unkind 
word about anyone. 
When he 
was 
recognised at SmithviUe

law upon the proposed amendments 
to the ConstituUon of the State

* Proposed Amendment No. 1. 

The several 
counties in the State shall have pow­ 
er to levy and collect a special county 
tax not exceeding thirty cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth taxable 
piwperty In such counties in addition 
to that now authorized or that may 
hereafter be authorized
